Are mine explosions and 
similar disasters caused by atmos-

The 
mysterious explosion which entombed 
more than 200 miners at Dawson, N. 
M., a few days after a correspond- 
ing tragedy at Senghenydd, near Car- 
diff, Wales, lends timeliness to cer- 
tain theories of Gen. Chapel, com- 
mander of the artillery garrison of 
Paris, recognized as an explosive ex- 
pert. In the following letter he out- 
lines briefly the result of many 
years’ observation and study, which 
will soon be fully presented in book 
form: 

“Most of the great accidents caused 

by explosions remain utterly unex- 

Plained, despite the most thorough 

investigations. Twenty years ago I 

began to observe, first, that these ac- 

cidents generally occur in a series; 

second, that they tend to follow 80 

rious, atmospheric disturbances, which 

fact led me definitely to suspect at- 

mosphefic electricity. . 

“after twenty years of continued 

observation, I have reached the con- 

clusion that atmospheric electricity— 
not in the form of lightning, but in

“Consequentiy I urge the imme- 
diate installment in all places liable 
to explosion, first, of electrometers, 
and, second, of all well-known ordi- 
nary means of defense against elec- 
trical action, pending the invention of 
more effective defenses. But all this 
is only a small detail of my theory 
which may be summed up thus: Ali 
great accidents of the earth and the 
air, such as tempests, hail, floods, 


electrical disturbances, earthquakes 
and firedamp explosions, have the 
same cause. 


“This explains why they occur fre- 
quently with that 1itaneousness 
which has been so striking in recent 
riods. 
This eause is the meeting of the 
earth with one of the asteroids, which 
abound in the interplanetary space 
and first manifest themselves as fall- 
ing stars, luminous meteors and aero- 
lites. It was my specialized study of 


artill that led me to discover in

true disturbers of natural order and 


to recognize that, owing to their pro- 
digious speed—seventy kilometers a 
second—these mall and inoffensive 
looking bodies are, nevertheless, ca- 
pable of the most formidable effects. 


TWO RESCUERS 
DIE IN HELMETS.

DAWSON (N. M.) Oct. 24,-—-The 
most tragic twelve hours of the dis- 
aster in Stag Canyon mine No. 2 since 
the explosion Wednesday afternoon, 
at 6 o'clock tonight. Not un- 
til today did the dead claim the living 
—those sturdy, silent men who un- 
complainingly have donned their hel- 
mets and oxygen tanks and walked 
unfalteringly through the thousands 
of feet of death-lined chambers and 
entries—and then, just at the begin- 
ning of the day which had been 
fraught with possibilities for the 
throngs of gaunt Women, ever watch- 
ing the Manway, came the news that 
two of the life-saving crew were dead. 
Instantly that which might have been 
was changed. With but few excep- 
tions, the remaining helmet men 
thought, wavered and refused to re- 
turn to the work of rescue. 

Then came the trained rescue crews 
from the United States rescue-service 
car, which had been hastened for- 
ward from the Kansas coal fields with 
all the power of man and steam. 
Without stopping for questicns, wait- 
ing only long enough for instructions 
from their director, J. C. Roberts, 
these men, under the leadership of 
C. 8. Stevens, hurried into the mine. 
For six hours, stopping for refilled 
oxygen tanks only, these men fought 
death from black damp, falling roofs 
and timbers until they finally emerged 
with the bodies of the two dead hel- 
met men, James Lurdie and William 
Poisa. 

FUNERALS ARE HELD. 

Two miles from the camp, funeral 
service was being read over thirty-six 
bodies of dead miners placed in coffins 
in the temporary morgue. Along the 
sides of the morgue walls lay the cof- 
fins, every one containing the muti- 
lated and scarcely recognizable fea- 
tures of a miner. And all through the 
services, which were mercifully brief, 
could be heard the chant of the Aus- 
trian widows, the hysterical cry of 
Mexican women, the means of Greek 
bereaved ones and the sorrowful sob- 
bing of the little group of American 
women who so suddenly had been be- 
reft of their loved ones.

AYS FILIPINOS 

ARE NOT READY. 
CONFERENCE AGAINST 
“HOME RULE.” 
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The Administration Is Advised by 
the Friends of Indians and Other 
Dependent People to Make No De- 
cision Until Natives Are Better 
Prepared for Self-Government. 


IBY A. P. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES} 

MOHONK LAKE (N. Y.) Oct. 24.— 
Ultimate self-government of the Phil- 
ippines and Porto Rico and control 
of Indian affairs by a permanent non- 
partisan national commission were 
recommended in the platform adopted 
tonight at the closing session of the 
Lake Mohonk conference of Friends 
at the Indians and Other Dependent 
People. 

The conference recommended. that 
no date be set for the withdrawal or 
our supervision over the Philippines 
and no decision be made to the ulti- 
mate form of complete self-govern- 
ment until “through general educa- 
tion and familiarity with the princi- 
ples of American liberty the people 
should be fitted to decide wisely for 
themselves.” 

Legislation was urged to protect 
the Indians of Oklahoma, many of 
whom have been made suddenly 
wealthy by the discovery on their 
lands of oll and coal. Protection was 
also asked for the Navajos of Ari- 
gona and Nevada whose prosperity 
through sheep raising and dlanket- 
making hes attracted covetous eyes 
toward their lands. 

The conference decided that the 
government was not doing its best 
toward guarding the health of its In- 
dian wards and recommended a vig- 
orous medical campaign, especially 
against tuberculosis and trachoma. 

Two Temedies for conditions in 
Porto Rico, Statehood and independ- 
ence, were suggested today. Senor 
Jose de Diego was unable to attend 
the conference, but his address out- 
lined in detail a scheme for inde- 
pendence, Porto Rican statehood, ne 
said, was impracticable. In fact, he 
asserted, the republic of Porto Rico 
already has been founded by the acts 
of Congress after the close of 
Spanish war. 

Bishop Van Buren advocated curb- 
ing the sugar and tobacco interest, 
which he sald were emptying the 
wealth of Porto Rico into the coffers 
of syndicates in New York and Ma- 
arid without benefiting the natives. 

Maj. Hunt of Washington told of 
the work of the bureau of insular af- 
fairs. John W. Osborne of the Phil- 
ippine bureau of education; Charles 
M. Swift of Detroit, William 8. Wash- 
burn, chief of civil service in the 
Philippines from 1901 to 1909, and 
now a member of the United States 
Civil Service Commission, and the 
Rev. Meyer G. Johnston of Newark. 
N. J., for five years rector of an 
Episcopal church in Manila, were 
among those who joined the Philip- 
pine discussion.

ELIEVE EUROPE 
IS FRIENDLY.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 24.-—-The con- 
troversy between the United States 
and Great Britain appears to have 


convinced Mexicans that the Ru- 
ropean nations generally are coming 
into une with England in opposition 
to the United States. Under the 
headline “entire Europe is on the side 
of Mexico,” El Independiente says. 

“In London everybody is taking 
note of the possibility of Anglo- 
American complications. The United 
States has not taken into account that 
at the back of England there are 
many other nations interested in the 
solution of the Mexican problem. On 
this Une it is known absolutely that 
three chancellories are working in 
perfect accord—namely, those of Lon- 
don, Paris and Berlin. Back of them 
are the great European alliances and 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance. It 
would be neither diplomatic nor pru- 
dent to defy these great nations.” 

“The American government cannot 
hide the discontent,” continues In- 
dependiente, “which the firm attitude 
of Great Britain ts causing. 

“American diplomats think that in 
their character of the nearest neigh- 
bors of Mexico they have acquired the 
unquestionable right to be the only 
ones who should mix in the interna- 
tional affairs of this nation.” 


HUERTA TO DECLINE OFFICE. 


Declares He Cannot Accept Votes of 
His Friends or the Honor if He Is 


Elected.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 24.—In a 
statement to the press today concern- 


ing yesterday's meeting of members 
of the diplomatic corps at the palace, 
it is aid that the provisional Presi- 
dent has learned that in some ot the 
Mexican states his friends purpose to 
support him for the Presidency. ‘his 
calls forth the following official state- 
ment: 

“The government cannot prevent 
the provisional President's friends 
supporting him, owing to the lack of 
time to do so before the elections are 
held, but while the provisional Presi- 
dent appreciates the attitude of his 
friends, he declares once for all that 
he cannot accept votes and if through 
them he should be elected President, 
such an election would have no effect, 
as it would be contrary to the Con- 
stitution.” 

In addition to hearing read the 
lengthy statement wherein President 
Huerta set forth the policies of his 
administration, the members of the 
diplomatic corps, who gathered at the 
palace upon his invitation, heard him 
give His personal word that he posi- 
tively was not a candidate for the 
Presidency. Further, they heard him 
gay that should the elections next 
Sunday show him to have a majority 
of the votes, he would consider it to 
be his duty to instruct Congress to 
declare all such ballots void. 

President Huerta also gave his own 
explanation of his action in dissolving 
Congress. He went over all the 
grounds set forth in his manifesto is- 
sued after the dissolution and added 
that proof that the deputies had been

GREAT BRITAIN. 


Brands Huerta Government 
of Assassins. 


Intervention, However, Is a 
Matter of War. 


There was a head-on collision at 
the Friday Morning Club yesterday— 
not a fistic or physical affair, but a 
political encounter which involved 
sufficient verbal pyrotechnics to in- 
tensely interest the audience and even 
to cause some trepidation on the part 
of a few timid souls who were not 
acctistomed to listening to the heated 
combats that are a frequent feature 
* the halls of :egisiation. 

The combatants — or differing 
statesmen—-were David P. Barrows, 
dean of the faculty of political sci- 
ence at the University of California, 
and Senator Works. 

The topic was “The Foreign Rela- 
tions of the United States Both 
these men are supposed to have a tol- 
erably clear idea of the subject. 

Dr. Barrows is a student of politics 
and handled his subject from the 
standpoint of a student of statesman- 
ship who has conned his lesson 
and earnestly. ‘ 

Senator Works, who challenged his 
statements, took the Senatorial atti- 
tude. With hands in pockets, pacing 
the platform and speaking in deliber- 
ate but most emphatic tones, he pro- 
ceeded to tear large holes in the argu 
ments and ideas presented by Bar- 
rows, to whom he continually referred 
as “the distinguished gentleman who 
has preceded me.” 

In the outset, Dr. Barrows warned 
his audience that there would doubt- 
less be a difference of opinion on the 
subject he was to discuss. He went 
back into history as far as the time 
when the United States was so. ab- 
sorbed in her domestic affairs as to 
pay little attention to foreign con- 
cerns. He referred to the fact that 
she has refused to be drawn into the 
entanglement of European affairs, 
either as a pawn or a factor, in the 
settling of the balance of power. 

THE FAR EAST. 

As regards the Far East, however, 
he held that we do claim an im- 
portant interest and responsibility 
a dominant position, in fact, in the 
western hemisphere, and it is be- 
cause at this present time this post- 
tion is jeopardized and endangered 
that he chose this subject. 

‘He went back sixty years to the re- 
lations then sustained between the 
United States and Great Britain and 
gradually led up to the 
Canal controversy. 

He pointed out that Great Britain 
had definitely retired from the Car- 
ribbean in our favor: t she did 
it deliberately, generously. and com- 
pletely in recognition of the fact that, 
whereas our interests there have in- 
creased, her own have diminished. 

In spite of this extraordinary con- 
cession on the part of Great Britain 
to us, he declared, we have not shown 
ourselves appreciative. Coming then 
right down to the real question in 
regard to the canal controversy, he 
expressed the personal belief that 
England is right on the legal side, 
but is committing a great mistake in 
that she is wrong on the side of jus- 
— and reason and good statesman- 
ship. 

He argues that whereas, we are an 
impregnable nation at home, we need 
the active support of other nations 
abroad and there is no nation that 
can support us better than Great 
Britain and to sacrifice this support 
would be a great political blunder. 

Of Mexico he discoursed at length 
on the critical situation facing us. 

“I have no confidence,” he said, “in 
that optimism which argues that the 
people of Mexico will work themselves 
out of the muddle. They will never 
reach a stability of government if 
left to themselves.” 

He spoke at length of the situation 
in Guatemala, where he passed some 
time, and Gescribed it as a country 
hopelessly lost in its own incapacity, 
and he declared the same might be 
said of other Central American coun- 
tries. 


Mexico, he declared, is developing 
a situation that its rapidly becoming 
intolerant; her type of government 
is obsolete; the Diaz government out- 
lived tts usefulness. He described 
his personal obeervations when in 
Mexico during the time of the reign 
of Madero and censured the United 
States for not recognizing his regime 
as a type of government that could be 
espected. 


r 
SCORES WILSON. 


He scored the part taken by Henry 
Lane Wilson, by Knox and others in 
refusing to support Madero, holding 
them largely responsible for Madero’s 
overthrow in their attitude of carping 
criticism. 

“At the present hour in Mexico,” 
he sald. “no President can survive 
the situation and live unless supported 
and recognized by the United States. 
Mexico is rapidly reaching the condi- 
tion of Guatemala. It is incredible 
that we should stand by forever and 
see conditions pass from bad to worse; 
humanity calle for action and inter- 
vention. 

President Wilson is a man of long 
pauses and it is the uncertainty of 
what he will do that is the menace. 
If we hesitate too long there is bound 
to be, eventually, intervention by Eu-

powers, and that we should 
not tolerate. 
It te the feeling of uncertainty, 


coupled with what appears to be «a 
violation of the traditional American 
policy, that occasions this extreme

“Of all the unstatesmanlike 
sitions and the most fraught 
danger, is this one that we 
court the alliance of 
tions in this matter. 

“T have no sympathy with the prop- 
osition to make the Philippines inde- 
pendent after we have spent nine 
years there. To withdraw Americans 
from the archipelago is to consign our 
achievement to destruction and see it 
biown hither and yon on the China 
Sea. It is time to sink our doubts and 
determine a foreign policy that shall 
justify our hitherto generous and 
impertial attitude toward weaker

form and without hesitation proceed 
ed to rip up the arguments of “the 
previous speaker. He hesitated not to 
use the keen lance of sarcasm. “It is 
with no little astonishment,” he be- 
gan, “that I have listened to some of 
the things said by the distinguished 
gentieman who has preceded me, par- 
ticularly his criticisms passed upon 
our own country and our relations to 
Great Britain in respect to the Pan- 


ama 

“I would not have you go out of 
this room, ladies, believing our own 
country guilty of a moral or legal 
wrong to England. The contention of 
Great Britain is that the canal is not 
ours, but belongs to the whole world, 
and that we are only trustees. 

“We believe it is our canal. There is 
nothing in our treaty with Great Brit- 
ain that warrants any other conclu- 
sion. In my judgment, it would be 
pusillanimous to surrender the ca- 
nal. I believe in fair dealing, but the 
canal was not built on any such theory 
as that advanced by England. 

MEANS WAR. 

“In regard to our relations with 
Mexico: If we are to take the course 
suggested by this gentleman, it means 
war. Do you want war? It is a se- 
rious question, one that I have not 
been able to solve as glibly as the 
speaker who preceded me. I know 
something about war. In regard to his 
remarks coneerning the Madero ad- 
ministration, do you suppose Taft 
or Wilson could have maintained 
the Madero government without go- 
ing to war? 

“By no means. There was only one 
way—to do as we did in Cuba: go 
down into that country, take over its 
affairs and enforce the recognition of 
Madero. I sincerely sympathize with 
President Wilson in his efforts to keep 
this country out of war with Mexico. 
I think, however, we made mistake 
in dealing with Mexico in that we 
failed to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of our citizens there, even to the 
extent of sending our boys in blue 
down into Mexico. 

SCORES ENGLAND. 


“If we had taken a firmer stand 
on this question it would have helped 
to maintain government in that coun- 
try. But it's quite a different thing 
when we talk about going to war, be- 
cause Mexico is brutal to its own. No 
one can deprecate this more than I, 
and it may be that conditions there 
will grow worse and worse until we 
are compelled to go in there and es- 
tablish government to protect the 
Mexican people and our own. 

“It would be the last extremity and 
under circumstances that made it 
imperative that this: government 
should act. I am glad that President 
Wilson refused to recognize Huerta. 
His government is founded on treach- 
ery and assassination. In the face of 
this, Great Britain has seen fit to 
recognize the Huertan government, 
and in such an ostentatious way that 
it is antagonistic to America. 

CONVICTION. 

“The Mexican situation is giving 
our government the most serious con- 
cern. Too many people in the United 
States, I am afraid, are anxious that 
we should intervene. On the other 
hand, thousands are protesting 
against it. I receive hundreds of let- 
ters on this subject. When the time 
comes that I am convinced it is the 
duty of the government to intervene, 
I shall not hesitate to do so, but, 1 
must be thoroughly convinced. 

“In regard to our policy toward 
Honduras and Nicaragua, as advocat- 
ed by the gentleman who preceded 
me, this is known, ladies, as ‘dollar 
diplomacy.’ A majority of our repre- 
sentatives are opposed to it; the ad- 
ministration is opposed te it. I, my- 
self, had leaned to that course as the 
most practical way of handling the 
matter, but it ts a thing that cannot 
be decided offhand.” ‘ 

The Senator sat down in the midst 
of applause.

That would take time and would impair 
the marketable value of the sucked fruft.

Italy Gains Population. 


Pittsburgh Gazette-Times:] The cen- 
sus of the kingdom of Italy taken in 1911 
and now tabulated shows a population of 
34,671,377, an increase in ten years of only 
about 1,750,000, Although Italy bas the 
lowest birth rate of any of the six leading 
countries of Europe except France, this 
does not account for the small numerical 
growth. If Italy has fewer births than the 
other large European countries except 
France its rate is well above 100 to the 
1000 of population annually, while France 
is 20 to the 1000, or lower. The population 
of France is practically stationary. Italy, 
in the light of this fact, should have shown 
a larger numerical increase and would have 
done so but for emigration. Italy is 1 large 
exporter of population. There are in the 
United States, for example, about 750,000 
Italian men of voting age, as well as & 
great number of women and children. 
There has been a large emigration of Ita“ 
fans to South America, especially to Ar- 
gentina. It is said that there has been a 
considerable flow of population from Italy 
into Germany in recent years owing to the 
demand for labor created by industrial de- 
velopment. 

Italians have come to the Unitei States 
during a term of years at the rate of from 
100,000 to 200,000 or more, but a consid- 
erable portion of these multitudes go back 
and forth each year; yet in the migratory 
movements there is a large annua! loss to 
the fatherland, though the tables at hand 
show that less than 18 per cent. of Italians 
of voting age in this country are natur- 
alised citizens. Italy, however, can spare 
population, for the latest figures show an 
average for the kingdom of 313 persons to 
the square mile, or two more than Ger 
many, which we regard as a densely popu 
lated country, and 140 more than France.

“Whereas the inefficiency of the Cali- 
fornia Legislature is notably and strik- 
ingly manifest therefore it is 
directed that a committee be ap- 
pointed” and so forth, for the purpose 
of establishing a commission form of 
government for the State.

It is very doubtful if the period of 
the French Revolution was more radi- 
cal in sentiment than that of today. 
Radicalism prevails in all classes of so- 
ciety, among those engaged in all kinds 
of human pursuits. It breaks out 
where least expected, and is some- 
times most violent where least looked 
for. 
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Perhaps the most conservative body 
in the United States is the Episcopal 
church, yet it was shown at the conven- 
tion of this body in New York the other 
day that it is honeycombed with radi- 
calism. 


One presbyter arose and proposed a 
change in the liturgy that would elimi- 
nate nearly all the roots of that ancient 
service dating far back of the Protes- 
tant Reformation. He proposed to 
eliminate the Psalter and to make of 
the service of the church a sort of “go- 
as-you-please Marathon.” 


He was an excellent index of the 
rabid radical. His reasons were that 
the church was a combination of aris- 
tocrats ministered to by an aristocratic 
clergy that failed to reach the plain 
people. 


Now our reflection is that there was 
nothing in the world in the liturgy or 
any other institution of the denomina- 
tion in the way of the Reverend Rabid 
Radical from reaching the people, plain 
and ornamental, in any way it might 
seem good to his own illuminated eyes. 


In other words, in the language of St. 
Paul, the Reverend Rabid Radical is 
“a busybody in other men's matters.”

Mexico 
and the 
Balkans. 


It is not easy to 
reach any . «fnite 
conclusion about 
the future relations 
of our country an 
Mexico. One day 
the news gatherers 
at Washington tell 
us intervention on our part in Mex- 
ico is imminent, to be followed in the 
next issue of the paper with the state- 
ment that President Wilson is abso- 
lutely if not unalterably opposed to 
intervention. 


One conclusion will be easily 
reached, and that is that President 
Wilson will think seven times, if not 
seventy times seven, before he under- 
takes to regulate by force the internal 
affairs of the sister republic. 

One of the things difficult to deter- 
mine is the views of the European 
powers as they are seen by Mr. Wik 
son. From the European standpoint 
the view of the governments there is 
very evident. 

The mistake that our President 
made was in trying to interfere with 
the internal affairs of Mexico outside 
of their effect on the lives and prop- 
erty, of Americans, and particularly 
his Puritanical effort to superintend 
the morals of our neighbors to the 
south somewhat in the way that he 
exercised authority over the student 
body at Princeton. 

Here 1s where we think the Euro- 
pean diplomacy is ahead of the Demo- 
cratic brand. The atrocities commit- 
ted in the wars of the Balkan Penin- 
sula were seldom or ever exceeded in 
the history of the world. The great 
powers are intimately concerned in 
the fate of that peninsula, but they 


— 


the bloodthirsty semi-savages of 
southeastern Europe conduct them- 
selves in times of war as angels of the 
Prince of Peace. 


Theories are fine things, but it 
takes practical statesmanship to han- 
dle international affairs. 
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The Los Angeles County Board of Super-

Coastwise Trade Grows. 

EWS comes from Glasgow, Scotland, 

that the Canadian Northern Railway has 
ordered two fine steamships to operate be 
tween the mouth of the Frasier River and 
other points in BritisheColumbia and Call 
fornia points. The real terminus will be 
Los Angeles Harbor. These steamers are 
fitted for luxuriovs passenger travel, and 
will be put on year after next to meet an 
expected great rush from the far Northwest 
to the Panama-Pacific Expositions at San 
Francisco and San Diego. This event will 
draw a large number of visitors from 
Europe, and many of these will take occa 
sion to visit Canada on the way out or 
heme. Of course these ships will carry 
freight, and business between the west coast 
of British America and ports in the United 
States will grow rapidly. For years a 
Canadian company has maintained a line of 
steamers plying from far north Pacific Coast 
ports to those of Mexico and Central Amer 
ica. They carry north a great deal of fruit 
and vegetable products, much needed in the 
hyperborean regions, and carry south grain 
from the great Canadian plains needed in 
the tropics. 


Profitable Little Industries. 

OWN at Garden Grove, south of Los 

Angeles, where the soil is very rich, one 
grower has marketed 5000 tons of beets 
from a 300-acre tract, and another is mar- 
keting 1000 tons from 100 acres of land. 
The total production of beets for the sec 
tion is from about 5000 acres. Intermingled 
with these acres are 700 others devoted to 
the production of chili peppers, of which 
the average production is about ten tons to 
the acre, and they bring $18 a ton. Dried, 
the product amounts to about a ton to the 
acre, and they are bringing 10 cents a 
pound. So great has been the development 
of this chili industry that a drying plant has 
been erected at a cost of $7000, and the 
gross value of the crop this season is about 
$150,000. This is an exceedingly attractive 
business, for the farmer needs but a small 
area and does practically all of his own 
work. 


Western Fruit Products. 

RAILROAD man _ returning recently 

from a trip of inquiry through the West 
told the Chicago newspaper boys that the 
crop of California fruit for the coming crop 
season beginning November 1 would amount 
to 40,000 carloads of deciduous fruits, as 
compared with 16,000 carloads for the season 
just coming to a close. The highest ship- 
55,000 to 
60,000 carloads, and the large increase for 
the opening season over the closing one in- 
dicates the very rapid recovery of the 
orchards from the effects of last winter's 
frost. 


Good for City and Beaches. 
N THE days when the late E. H. Harri- 
man dominated the railroad situation 
west of Chicago there was not a day in the 
year when big projects were not in progress, 
others being planned faster than old ones 
were finished.

The Citrus Industry. 

APITALISTS with long purses, energy 

and brains are casting about in every 
direction for new land suitable for the pro- 
duction of citrus fruits. San Bernardino 
county leads all others in the State in this 
industry. The question is to bring the 
water and the fertile soils together, plant 
the trees, and California's sunlit skies 01 
glory do all the rest. The current season 
that closes next Friday was one of the 
least profitable in the citrus fruit industry 
ever experienced during the century. Yet 
at Corona the Fruit Exchange, through its 
secretary, announces that that institution 
has handled $1,285,000 received from the 
shipment of 950 cars, of which 387 were 
lemons. This is 75 per cent. of a normal 
crop. No wonder there is a scheme on foot 
to develop the great El Sobrante ranch 
lying between Riverside and Corona for cit- 


rus culture. The ranch contains 15,000 
acres, and what the promoters are looking 
for is from 3000 to 4000 inches of water, 
which it is proposed to get at Warner's 
Ranch, pipe it to the lands and develop the 
orchards. 


The State Gets a Bargain. 
HE State government has been looking 
for a tract of land to be used for an 


Los Angeles and Orange counties, and con- 
sists of 305 acres, secured at a price of 
$90,000. The price is less than $350 an acre, 
and as it is excellent land, in a most salu- 
brious climate, with beautiful outlook and 
the sea breeze flowing over it nearly every 
moment of the year, the State has secured 
„ bargain. The large tract gives an oppor- 
tunity of employing the inmates in such a 
way as to lessen the cost to the State and 
make the unfortunate people less unhappy. 
The plant will house about 500 patients.

New York Girl Climbs Alps. 

[New York Sun:] One of the most dar- 
ing mountain climbs that have ever been 
accomplished by a woman in the Alps was 
made recently by a New York girl, Miss 
Welsh, who ascended the rock wall of the 
Titlis, accompanied by two Engelberg 
guides. 

The Titlis is one of the most difficult 
and perilous mountains to climb, as the 
strata of the rock run in overhanging lay- 
ers and afford only sufficient hold for the 
tops of the fingers and toes in the crum- 
bling surface. For this reason boots could 
not be used and Miss Welsh wore rope 
soled shoes, while her guides were in their 
stocking feet. | 

The party started at 6 o'clock in the 
morning and at 8 they reached the Hofa- 
dalp, where the actual rock begins. From 
there they began to ascend the north wall 
and after eight hours of the most perilous 
rock climbing they reached the summit, 
8000 feet above the valley. The climbers 
then crossed the glacier and went down to 
the Trubsee in two hours. 

The ascent was witnessed by a number 
of spectators in Engelberg, who followed 
the party through telescopes and field 
glasses as they were alternately silhouetted 
against the skyline or clinging to the al- 
most perpendicular surface of the rock. 

Miss Welsh is an expert mountain 
climber ond ascended the Matterhorn last 
week, accompanied by the same guides.

ae stately, towering specimens, and 


hemmed in by rugged mountains that push 
close on all sides. 

Standing on one of these barren moun- 
tains one looks down on forbidding bar- 
rancas that sharply define the masses of 
feathery palms. Over the desert peaks 
some ten or fifteen miles to the east, but 
in the clear air looking much nearer, lies 
the gulf with its still water an impossible 
blue, the whole presenting a most theatrical 
and unreal appearance. 

This place, in its profound isolation, 
where the padres once paced in calm medi- 
tation beneath the drooping palms, and 
where the simple Indians came to yield 
willing service, is now given up to that in- 
habitant of dizzy crags, the mountain sheep. 

One supply of good water—and the im- 
portance of good water here is appreciated 
only by those who know how much there 
is that is not good—the padres unaccount- 
ably passed by. That they recognized its 
sweetness is shown by their having named 
it Agua Dulce, and yet they only used the 
place as a half-way between San Fernando 
and Santa Maria. oa 

At another half-way, between Santo 
Tomas and San Vicente, they enjoyed the 
exquisite pleasure of a delicious draught. 
Leaving either mission early in the morn- 
ing, they broke the ride by stopping to brew 
chocolate at the little spring, which never 
flows beyond a few feet, and yet never dries 
up. Ever since it has carried the name 
El Agua de Chocolate. 

Calamoge is the puzzle of all the desert 
missions, and no one has been able to give 
a satisfactory guess as to why it was es- 
tablished. Situated at the mouth of a small 
canyon that opens out into a broad plain 
there is an abundant flow of water that is 
execrable, seeming to combine a variety of 
noxious salts.

Agriculture could never have been car- 
ried on here, for the water would nourish 
nothing more delicate than saltgrass. In- 
deed, it is supposed that all the water used 
at the mission was brovght from distant 
rock tinajas, and in support of this theory 
is shown a broad road that runs out on the 
plain for a few miles and then turns in 
toward the mountains. It could not have 
been for the purpose of obtaining wood, for 
the mountains are absolutely barren of any 
growth that would answer for fuel. All fve! 
used at the mission must have been pro- 
cured from the various cactus growths of 
the plain. 

This bit of road is only a fragment of 
the many miles of caminos despedrados 
that one encounters hidden among these 
desert mountains. These broad roads, from 
which the rock was carefully cleared, must 
have been bvilt for the wooden-wheeled 
carretas in use at that time, but as they 
are broken in places by stretches of trail 
where only pack or saddle animals can 
pass, one is at a loss to understand them, 
for their continuous use would be impos- 
sible. They must have had a sane reason, 
however, which careful research would dis- 
cover, for one can hardly suppose that they 
were constructed merely for the sake of 
pleasure rides in ox-carts over desert plains 
where there is no shade greater than that 
cast by the huge cactus cordon. 

It has been surmised by some that the 
padres were induced to found Calamoge by 
a mine of fabulous richness, for which many 
have searched in vain. It seems futile, 
however, to attempt to account for their 
presence at this particular spot, where there 
were so many discouraging conditions to 
overcome, yet the establishment was of 
considerable size, for the ruins show sev- 
eral long buildings inclosing a large central 
patio. 

But why search for reasons for this oc- 
cupation by the padres other than the bet- 
tering of the Indians’? That was the work 
to which they had consecrated their lives. 
At that period the peninsula probably pos- 
sessed a native population of about thirty

of “John Bull.” There is nothing small nor 
degenerate, no stupidity nor incapacity, 
wrapped up in the person of the historic 
and mythical figure that stands for old 
England. But compared with the mythical 
figure that since the War of the Revolu- 
tion has stood as the embodiment of the 
American people, there is a whole world of 
difference. For if John Bull is not stupid 
he is certainly slow. If he lacks capacity 
he is certainly heavy in body and mind, 
and although far from degenerate, he has 
not the impulse of Uncle Sam. Did you 
ever look carefully at the portrait of the 
philosophical and poetical conception that 
stands for the American people? It is the 
very embodiment of calm courage, of impul- 
sive shrewdness. Uncle Sam always re 
minds me in a way of the Victory of Samo- 
thrace. He looks as if there were life in 
every fiber of his body, even to the gray 
goatee that decks his chin and ornaments 
the good-humored but wise curve that his 
lips form. 

When this portrait of the ideal Ameri- 
can was first drawn nearly all Americans 
were true to kind. There are 90,000,000 
human beings under the flag today and 
overshadowed by the wings of the Amert- 
can Eagle. Foreigners come into the coun- 
try at the rate of about a million a year. 
At first they were of the home type and 
were quickly amalgamated—apprehended, 
masticated, swallowed and assimilated and 
became part and parcel of the fiber of the 
American body politic, bone of our bone 
and flesh of our flesh. They came from 
countries where for generations the people 
had a voice in their own government, where 
they learned to choose their representa- 
tives and to watch over their actions in 
office, discarding the unfit and continuing 
the fit in office.

A vision passes be- 
fore me of the victories won by land and 
sea under the starry flag, and of victories 
won over the wild forces of nature by 
American courage, skill and power. I see the 
skunk’s nest at the head of Lake Michigan 
wrought into the magnificent city of Chi- 
cago, and I see the adobe huts of the first 
Europeans transformed into the gleaming 
city of Los Angeles of today. I think of 
the electric telegraph and of the telephone 
‘and of the railroad lines and factories, the 
great commerce and manufacturing output 
of America, of its various crops of grain 
and fruit, and as I think of all that has been 
done by the Uncle-Sam type of American 
citizen I wonder how long it will be before 
we shall have masticated, digested and as- 
similated all this vast mass of un-American 
manhood introduced here. And 1 think of 
the institutions of my country and of the 
powerful influence of my countrymen, and 
I take courage and hope for the best and 
believe in the future of the country that 
has made me its proud emblem. 

I have heard in my lifetime people who 
have never contemplated carefully the 
shrewd outlines of Uncle Sam's features 
and who knew little of the history of their 
country going into spasms of stomach ache 


over the decay of the American navy and

up to be. By way of experience, for a day 
or two now and again, a little luxury is in- 
teresting and even satisfying.

One understands 
exactly why so many of the really great, 
like the British royalty, for instance, over- 
live such excessively frugal lives, eat such 
plain and simple meals, wear such plain 
and simple clothing. They can afford to 
do as they like, and, being sufficiently grand 
and important in themselves, luxuries be- 
come superfluous and tiresome to them. 
The first generation craves luxury, wor- 
ships it above all things.- The second gen- 
eration gets it, wallows in it, displays it on 
all sides. The third generation takes it as 
a matter of course, indifferently, a shade 
irritably, and the fourth generation scorns 


both luxuries and necessaries, too, for an 

ideal, a point of honor, a remote duty or 

even for a mere whim. Thus the progeny 

of the honest and worthy must pass through 

the cleansing fires of scorching luxury be- 
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Luxurious Miseries. 


O THAT the vast array of the nouveau 
riche who are now passing through the 
torrents of flaming luxury for the benefit 
of that ultimate, refined fourth generation 
are not living in vain. Like the girls in 
the candy factory who are deliberately en- 
couraged to eat a nauseating surfeit of the 
delicacies during the first week or two, that 
they may forever after scorn to steal, these 
poor rich creatures of the first and second 
generation are cultivating assiduously the 
ultimate comfortable indifference to luxury 
and vulgar display which the final genera- 
tions will enjoy. Always providing they do 
not in the intervals intermarry with an 
earlier generation and revert to species. 
A Preat many of us are enduring luxurious 
miseries on board this R.M.S. Olympic. 
With some of us it is a point of honor to 
»yretend we not only like it, but that it is 
absolutely essential for the proper suste- 
nance of our hypersensitive appetites and 
temperaments. The more helpless and in- 
capable we can appear, the more important 
we are. Those of us who could not possibly 
travel without a valet and who loudly de- 
mand a steward for our exclusive service 
at table, who complain of every dish as be- 
ing far belo our requisite standard of 
perfection, who swear pompously when our 
extreme privileges are remotely infringed 
and who explain elaborately that we main- 
tain a far superior menage on shore—what 
agonies of doubt and discomfort we pass 
through as the stewards dog our steps, as

On an Atlantic liner so many people in- 
sist upon traveling first class who would 
really be much happier in the second. 
“First or nothing,” they declare indignantly, 


poor devils purchase luxurious equality at 
a heavy price. It is one long penance 
throughout the voyage.

Most of the American States have on 
their escutcheons a phrase in the Latin 
language. California's motto is Greek, 
by the way, and “Dirigo” is the motto 
of the State of Maine. California is 
known as the Golden State, and Maine at 
the eastern extremity of the country as the 
Pine Tree State. All through American 
history Maine has held its elections 
earlier than the other States, and 
from this grew up the expression: “As 
Maine goes, so goes the Union.” This is in 
accordance with its motto, “Dirigo,” which 
in English means “I direct.” But Maine 
has directed tue United States in more 
ways than in politics, and her sons have 
been leaders in great things all through 
the Union. I have a little sketch of a son 
of old Maine. 

He is William Jay Dutton, one of the 
best-known, most trusted and most be 
loved citizens of San Francisco and of Call 
fornia. He was born at Bangor, January 
23, 1847, the son of Henry and Frances 
Cushing (Stevens) Dutton. The mother 
was related to Chief Justice Cushing of 
Washington, D. C., and the subject of this 
sketch married December 15, 1868, Mary 
Greyson Heydenfeldt, a member of one of 
the most distinguished families in San 
Francisco half a century ago. The Dutton 
family comprises five children, two of them 


giris. 

William Jay. Dutton was pretty nearly a 
pioneer, having come to San Francisco in 
the early fifties, where he attended the pub- 
lic schools from 1855, and then attended 
the old City College from 1863 to 1867. 
Immediately he went into the insurance 
business, and has continued in it ever since, 
his first lessons in the business being taken 
as a clerk in the North British pase age 
Com . where he remained for only 4 
few — In 1869 he transferred his 
services to the marine department of the 
Firemen’s Fund, and he has continued 
with this company ever since, a9 a clerk 
at first, and as assistant secretary té 1873, 
as general secretary from 1880 to 1890.

For ten 
years he was vice-president of the Board of 
Underwriters of the Pacific, for twenty 
years chairman of the Committee on Leg- 
islation, for twenty-one years president of 
the Marine Underwriters of San Francisco. 
For thirty-five years he has been connected 
with the adjusters’ committee. 

Besides having led a busy life in the in- 
surance world he was one of the three per- 
sons who selected the committee on the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco. He is also president of the Home 
Fire and Marine Insurance Company, vice- 
president of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
president of the Presidio and Ferries Rail- 
road Company, chairman of the trustees 
of the First Congregational Church, direc- 
tor of the Chamber of Commerce and vice- 
president of the Hospital for Children. 
Mr. Dutton believes in modern hygiene, for 
he belongs to several golf clubs.

Rallroad Runs in Family. 


Ralph Evans Wells is the general mana- 
ger of the San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake Railroad, known as the Salt Lake 
Route. He is a brother of the general 
manager of the Santa Fe Railway Company 
in Los Angeles, whose career appeared in 
these sketches some months ago. They 
come from a family of railroaders, for their 
father surveyed the first line ever built in 
France. Yet they are not French, but Ca- 
nadian. 


The birtnplace of the two men here was 
at Guelph, Ontario. The subject of this 
sketch was born September 24, 1866. His 
father was named Arthur and his mother 
Georgina Dora (Rideout) Wells. The father 
graduated from the College of Upper Can- 
ada at the age of 15, and then went to 
Avignon, France, where he took a course 
in engineering for five years, at the end of 
which time he began the construction of 
the first railroad built in France. From 
there the father returned to Canada, where 
he engaged in the building of the Great 
Western, stretching from Niagara Falls to 
Detroit, which afterward became a big link 
in the great Grand Trunk system. 

Ralph Evans Wells married Miss Fran- 
ces Grace Hawley at Topeka, Kan., Decem- 
ber 3, 1899, and they have four children, 
one of them a daughter.

NOW ACCESSIBLE. 


HOW ONE-THIRD OF THE WASHINGTON 
PAPERS WERE BURNED—MADISON COL- 
LECTION AND THE 30,000 DOCUMENTS RE- 
LATING TO JACKSON—STORIES OF FRANK- 
LIN PIERCE AND JAMES BUCHANAN—AN- 
DREW JACKBON'R DUELS—COLLBCTING 
RAW MATERIAL FOR COLONIAL HISTORY. 
THB OLDEST DOCUMENTS IN EXISTENCE. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D.C.)—I have al- 
ready told something of the wonder- 
ful collection of manuscripts relat- 
ing to American history which are now be- 
ing gathered together in the manuscript d. 
vision of the Library of Congress. This 
collection is steadily increasing, and it will 
soon be the largest reservoir of the raw 
material of history known to the world. I 
have spent the greater part of the week in 
going through the collection, and it is im- 
possible to exaggerate its extent and value. 
During my visit to the library today 1 had 
a most interesting chat with Gaillard Hunt, 
the American historian and archivest in 
charge of the division, about the papers of 
the Presidents. Said he: ‘ 

“The Washington papers which we now 
have in hand are the largest collection re- 
lating to any individual. It is larger 
than any collection of papers concern- 
ing any one British statesman or any fa- 
mous man of any other country. Wash- 
ington became famous when very young, 
and he was a prolific letter writer. From 
1775 on people began to save his letters, so 
that now new Washington letters are al- 
ways appearing, and almost any collector 
of consequence has one or more Washing- 
ton letters. He wrote the most of his cor- 
respondence with his own hand, and jhe 
was so methodical that he accomplished 
a great lot of work. It was his habit to 
rise at 5 o’clock every morning and to write 
until breakfast time. We have ourselves 
here, in the manuecript division, about 
50,000 letters of Washington, and the col- 
lection, including the letters to him, num- 
bers considerably over 100,000.” 

“Where did these papers come from?!“ 

“From various sources. A great many 
came from his heirs. When Washington 
died his estate at Mount Vernon came to 
Gen. Bushrod Washington. Later on a 
number of the heirs sold the papers which 
they had inherited to the government. 
Others of the heirs kept theirs and left 
them at Mount Vernon, and when Mount 
Vernon was sold by Col. Washington, the 
father of Lawrence Washington, the papers 
were taken to Alexandria and were depos- 
ited in a bank. There must have been 
about a dozen barrels of them. At the 
opening of the Civil War the papers were 
still there, but soon after that the bank was 
burned down and the papers were burned 
with it. This left as the only group of 
Washington papers the one which the gov- 
ernment had bought. It formed about two 
thirds of the whole. 


“Where are the papers of John Adams?” 

“They are in the hands of the Massachu- 
setts Historical Society at Boston, where 
are also the papers of John Quincy Adams. 
They have been deposited there, and will 
probably never leave Boston, although they 
really ought to be in our collection here. 
The Adams papers are valuable. They are 
in the special charge of Worthington Ford, 
who was formerly chief of this division. 
They are very carefully guarded.” 

“Have you many of the Jefferson pa- 
pers?” 

“Yes. Our collection is numbered by 
tens of thousands. Jefferson was yery 
methodical, and his private papers were al- 
most as voluminous as those of Washing 
ton. He was one of the first Americans to 
use a press copy, and there are thousands 
of letters in press copy by him. Congress 
bought Jefferson's library, and it was car- 
ried in wagons from Monticello to Wash- 
ington. The Jefferson papers were not a 
part of the library. They were acquired 
after Jefferson's death, and were bought of 
hie descendants for about $25,000. These 
papers contained a record of the whole ca- 
reer of Jefferson. Only about one-fifth of 
them have ever been published, and it is 
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out of the question for the government to 


ever publish them all.“ 


“Tell me something about the papers of 
James Madison.” 

“Our Madison collection came from two 
separate purchases. Madison prepared cer- 
tain of his papers for publication before he 
died, and Congress bought some of these 
shortly after his death. Later on Congress 
bought the remainder. Then some of the 
papers fell into the hands of his stepson, 
Payne Todd, who deposited them with 
James C. McGuire of Washington. Me 
Guire was a collector of manuscripts. He 
had loaned Todd money and Todd had given 
him the papers as security, and when the 
debt was not paid they fell into his hands. 
Later on the McGuire collection was sold to 
the Chicago Historica] Society, and it was 
only a year or so ago that I persuaded that 
society to sell them to us. The heads of 
the society were business men. They 
thought that the Madison collection rightly 
belonged to the National Library, and they 
gave it to us at just what it cost them. 
These Madison papers comprised 110 vol 
umes, and the items in our Madison docu- 
ments altogether are in the neighborhood 
of 50,000." 


“We have also some papers of Monroe 
and some which were bought from the de 
scendants of John Quincy Adams. Many 
of these have not been bound as yet. We 
have a large collection of documents relat- 
ing to Andrew Jackson. The chief collec 
tion left by Jackson was given by Gen. 
Jackson's adopted son to his friend Francis 
P. Blair, and Blair's descendants turned 
them all over to the government about five 
years ago. In addition to this collection, 
there were a large number of Jackson's 
letters and papers in the hands of his 
adopted son's widow. I bought those manu 
scripts from her about two years ago, 6o 
that altogether we have now a remarkably 
complete collection of the Jackson papers. 
They number about 30,000 documents or 
items. They begin with Jackson's early 
youth and run on down to his death.” 


“How about your collections of Van Bu- 
ren, Tyler and Polk?” 

Wan Buren did not leave a great many 
papers,” said Mr. Hunt. “He was a very 
cautious man and he destroyed many of his 
letters. Still we have a large collection 
which was presented to the library about 
six years ago by his descendants. We have 
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ants. Polk was careful and methodical. 
He saved letters and papers, and we have 
altogether 30,000 or 40,000 of his docu- 
ments. Among these is his diary, which 
we bought from the Chicago Historical So 
clety. As to the Tyler papers, the most of 
them are in the hands of his descendants at 
Williamsburg, and I have no doubt but that 
they will in time come to the library. Lyon 
G. Tyler, the president of William and 
Mary College, has charge of them, and he 
has promised to give them to us.” 

“What other collections of Presidential 
papers have you?” 


“We have scattering papers of. William 
Henry Harrison, Zach Taylor and Millard 
Fillmore, but we have no collections of 
these Presidents. The Fillmore papers are 
in the custody of the Buffalo Historical So- 
clety and they will probably be sent here 
after a while. They are not very tmpor- 
tant, but Fillmore himself was not tmpor- 
tant. He was not nearly as strong as Ty- 
ler. John Tyler was a personality. Fill- 
more was in many respects a nonentity. 
As to the papers of Zachary Taylor, after 
his death they remained in the hands of his 
son on the old Taylor plantation in Louis 
ana. Then the house was burned down 
and all the papers destroyed. The papers 
of William Henry Harrison were lost in the 
same way at the time his house was burned, 
and so there are collections of neither Tay- 
lor nor Harrison. 

“We have the papers of Franklin Pierce, 
such as they are. They are not many and 
they do not amount to much. President 
Pierce was a charming man, and I do not 
think full justice has been done him. By 
th: way, there is an interesting story told 
about him in connection with Buchanan's 
inauguration. This comes from a Mr. Gam- 
ble, who was a boy at the time. Young 
Gamble and his father had gone to the in- 
auguration, and after the parade were walk- 
ing home. They had come about half way 
from the Capitol when a gentleman came 
up behind them and asked permission to 
walk along with them. They turned 
around and discovered it was Franklin 
Pierce going home on foot from the inaugu- 
ration of his successor to the Presidency. 
As to Buchanan, his papers are in the hands 
of the Pennsylvania Historical Society and 
are now in Philadelphia. They ought to be 
here.” 


In looking over the papers of the Preel- 
dents Mr. Hunt showed me some interest- 
ing letters. I saw papers of Andrew Jack- 
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with crepeline, which makes 
practically indestructible. Each let- 
ter is mounted on a separate sheet, and if 
the writing is on both sides of the page it is 
It is the finest manuscript-pre- 
paring of the world, and is better than that 
of the Vatican, which has long stood at the 
to the beauty of its manuscript 


re my chat with Mr. Hunt I asked 
as to the other great manuscript collections, 
of the world.

“There are only three really great histori- 
cal collections, that of the British Museum 
in London, the Bibliotheque Nationale in 
Paris and the one we have here. I do not 
know which is the largest, but the British 
been at the job of collecting 
or more than 200 years, while the Parisians 
have been working at it even longer. Our 
collection began only ten years ago, and at 
the present rate of progress it will soon

“These papers are separate and apart

“Yes. These are private papers and let- 
ters. The official archives are the papers 
of the government. As far as they are con- 
cerned we are lamentably wanting. Not a 
single department of our government has 
all of its archives, and not one of them 
knows as to what it has and what it has 
lost. An inventory has never been taken. 
Indeed, there is not a country of Burope 
that does not keep its official documents in 
better shape than we do.” 

“What is the oldest official document in 
existence?” 

“It is not so very, very old. People did 
not begin to write until modern times, and 
the earliest written English document dates 
back only to the thirteenth century. The 
first English author who wrote was Chau- 
cer. He lived in the fourteenth century, 
and that is not long ago. The earliest mod- 
ern official document in any language is in 
the archives at Milan, Italy. This was writ- 
ten on parchment paper about A.D. 823 by 


King Otho and Queen Agatha. There is an- 


— 


other document written just a little later in 
the archives of Dresden, and another in 
those of Magdeburg.“ 

“Tell me something about the Vatican 
collection?“ 

“The Vatican is a library of itself. It is 
composed exclusively of manuscripts—that 
is, of manuscript books written mostly be- 
fore the age of printing. These books are 
chiefly religious and are not individual 
manuscripts. The Vatican has the oldest 
written manuscript. It long antedates the 
oldest official document which, as I have 
said, was of the ninth century. The oldest 
piece of writing on paper dates back to the 
second century, and there is one from the 
third century. Both of these are in a per- 
fect state of preservation. One of them 
is a copy of some of Virgil's poems, and the 
other is a transcript of a prayer. 

“In addition to the Vatican library, Italy 
has a number of other valuable manuscript 
collections. The Library of Florence has 
the papers of Galileo, most of which were 
written before he went blind and a few 
afterward. In the archives there they have 
also the papers of Dante. I have seen them 
all and they are wonderfully preserved.”

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President Wilson’s Unofficial Cabinet 


BEHIND THE CHAIR. 
ACH of the Presidents of the United 
States has had a sort of unofficial 
Cabinet. Some persons call it a 

kitchen cabinet. Washington had his per- 
sonal advisors, whose influence in some in- 
stances was as great as, if not greater than 
that of the secretaries of the various de- 
partments. Jackson had a rebellion in his 
official household owing to his kitchen 
counsellors, and when some of his secreta- 
ries took advantage of the Mrs. Baton at- 
fair to embarrass him, it brought on what 
is known in history as the Peggy ONeal 
war, the oddest strife that ever embroiled 
a lot of great men, disorganized a Cabinet 
and agitated a nation. 

Roosevelt had what was popularly 
terme! the tennis cabinet, a strenuous, 
buoyant lot of men who won the Presi- 
dent's admiration no less by the ardor with 
which they battled with him over the nets 
than by their knowledge of politics and the 
heartiness of their interest in his policies. 

Wvodrow Wilson, like the rest, has his 
unofficial cabinet, but it differs radically 


from any of the others. The most promt 


nent menibers of it are men who practi- 
cally were unheard of in national politics 
until this year, and one of them never has 
been mentioned publicly in connection with 
the present administration. 

The unofficial cabinet of President Wil- 
son is composed of Edward M. House of 
Texac, Cleveland H. Dodge of New York, 
Jeremiah Sullivan of lowa, A. Mitchell 
Palmer of Pennsylvania, William Bayard 
Hale of New York, and Joseph P. Tumulty 
of New Jersey. It is a rather mixed and 
democratic vody, ranging as it does from 
Mr. Tumulty, who never until the present 
year held a position that paid more than 
$5000 per annum, up to Mr. Dodge, who is 
one of the richest men in America and one 
of the least known. 

Aside from Mr.+Tumulty, who is at the 
President's side day by day, the members of 
the unofficial cabinet see Mr. Wilson irregu- 
larly. They are subject to call as the Pres- 
ident needs them. They never get to- 
gether as a body. Much of their commun 
cation with the President is by mail. 


Of the six members Col. House is sup 
posed to have the most influence. He is a 
colonei not because he has*been a warrior, 
but by reason of one of the Governors of 
Texas making him a member of his staff. 
Like most southerners, he does not object 
to a title for himself, and is rather gener- 
ous in bestowing dignities upon his friends. 
He called Mr. Wilson “Colonel” one day, 
and the President laughed him to confu- 
sion. He never tried it on the nation’s 
head again. 

Althovgh Mr. House has been described 
as a banker, that is not his business and 
really never has been his line. He is a 
planter, a real estate man, a student and 
politician. He is that comparatively rare 
sort of politician who delights in staying in 
the background and working for his friends. 
He is 55 years old and is known from end 
to end of the mammoth State of Texas. He 
and his brothers were the owners of the 
private banking concern operated under the 
nam2 of T. W. House 4 Co This bank at 
one time played a prominent part in Texas 
development. T. W. House looked after 
the bunks at Houston and Austin. Edward 
M. House looked after the great House 
plantation on which sugar and cotton and 
such things were raised and also attended 
to the land interests that he had acquired 
in the Brazos Valley and in West Texas. 
He withdrew from the bank altogether 
more than ten years ago, and since then 
has confined his attention to agriculture 
and politics. He never has held office. 
Three or four times he could have been 
Governor of Texas had he so desired. 
Twice he could have had the United States 
Senatorehip, but he refused. It is an open 
secret that an Ambassadorship was offered 
to him by Mr. Wilson and that he declined. 
He says he is going to remain a private cit- 
wen until the end of the chapter. For a 
private citizen he is a very active man in 
public affairs. 

The first time he showed his hand in 
Texas politics was when James 8. Hogg 
was % candidate for Governor and the Dem- 
ecrats of that State split wide open. 
Hogg was a radical of radicals. The things 
Hogg advocated were revolutionary in the 


| 90's, but most of them are law today and 
are considered sane and sensible. He 
wanted regulation of railroads, regulation 
of insvrance companies, regulation of big 
corporations generally. He was a great 
big man weighing approximately 300 
pounds and was picturesque in figure and 
in speech. One of the things he aid at a 
national convention hit the country hard. 
It was to the effect that he'd tear the liver 
and lights out of Wall street and scatter 
them over the landscape. 

George Clark was the candidate of the 
conservative Democracy against Hogg. Mr. 
House threw his influence to Hogg and did 
much to elect him Governor. Mr. House 
has à talent for picking winners. He made 
Charles Culberson Governor of Texas and 
was instrumental in sending him to the 
Unitei States Senate. He was a potent 
force in the selection of Joseph D. Sayers 
as Governor and also of Mr. Lanham. He 
and Woodrow Wilson have been friends for 
a good many years, and it is nothing new 
tor the Texan to counsel Mr. Wilson in re- 
gard to politics. Mr. House has a rare fac- 
ulty for organization. Por nearly two years 
before the Baltimore convention he did si- 
lent but effective work for the nomination 
of Me. Wilson. He has had more work to 
do since Mr. Wilson was elected than he 
had before. Thousands of persons eager 
for office have sought his aid. Some of 
them got it and some of them didn’t. This 
has beer a rather disappointing administra- 
tion to persons whose claims were based 
on political activity. 

Mr. House has a home in Austin, Tex., 
and another in New York. When Presi- 
dent Wilson comes to New York he gener- 
ally goes to Mr. House's residence for 
luncheon or dinner, or to pass the night. 
Once or twice a month Mr. House is sum- 
mond to Washington. What the President 
usualiy wants is information. He discusses 
matters with Mr. House as he does with 
his cther close personal friends. There are 
some things that a man like Mr. House can 
learn about more easily and possibly more 
accurately than even the President of the 
United States, or a regular Cabinet officer. 
Mr. Wilson wants not only inside facts, but 
the calm, dispassionate view of affairs from 
such of his close, intimate friends as are 
students and without bias. Mr. Wilson al- 
ways is ready to hear another man’s opin- 
fon on a subject. He is a good listener. 
But after he has heard from his close per- 
sonal friends and others, he sits back, 
makes his own analysis and acts according 
to his own judgment. 

Apparently there is a perfect understand- 
ing between Mr. House and Mr. Wilson. 
The friends of the Texan say that he is 
content with the honor that comes through 
being a friend and confidant of the Presi- 
dant of the President of the United States. 
He wants nothing more. He is not a mil- 
lionaire, but is wealthy enough to be abso- 
lutely free. His fortune is about $500,000. 
His children are grown and married. He 
would rather sit in the shadow and plan a 
procession than go out and take part in the 
parade. He is cultured, kindly, and has the 
faculty of never angering a person who dis- 
agrees with him in a discussion. He has a 
homely way of putting things, and while 
seeming to agree with a person’s conten- 
tion he has a queer way of turning things 
and making the other man agree with him. 
He will listen and nod his head and acqui- 
esce, apparently, and then by degrees work 
around to show another phase of the ques- 
tion, and before the person knows it that 
person is agreeing with Col. House instead 
of Col. House agreeing with him. 
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Cleveland H. Dodge probably has the 
larges: mining interests of any one man in 
the world. He is the head of the great 
house of Phelps, Dodge & Co. He is 53 
years old and is a son of the famous Wil- 
liam Varl Dodge. He is a Bachelor of Arts 
and a Princeton graduate and one of the 
most ardent admirers Woodrow Wilson 
ever hus had. When Mr. Wilson was a 
plain professor, Mr. Dodge was his most in- 
timate friend. When Mr. Wilson was pres- 
ident of Princeton, Mr. Dodge was more 
than a friend to him. He did anything or 
everything Mr. Wilson requested to aid the 
university. He helped Mr. Wilson in his 
campaign for Governor of New Jersey. He 
helped him in his campaign for the Demo- 
cratic uomination for the Presidency, and

he is at the beck and call of Mr. Wilson 
today.

Al- 
though one of the biggest mining men in 
the world, he never has issued a share of 
stock in connection with any of his proper 
ties. There is no speculation in anything 
with which he is concerned in a business 
way. He has his own staff of prospectors 
and engineers. He buys mines or develops 
them, but he never exploits them through 
the stock market or the curb market. He 
is a business man in mining and a miner in 
business, Without any stock-market affill- 
ations he is in a position to judge finance 
and general business with unprejudiced 
eye. in a quiet way he is a good deal of a 
philanthropist, as was his father. He is 
president of the Board of Trustees of Rob- 
ert College, that great institution in Con- 
stantinople which has done so much for the 
education and practically for the freedom 
of girls and women of Turkey in Europe, 
and Turkey in Asia. He is vice-president 
of the New York Chamber of Commerce 
and of the American Museum of Natural 
History. He is treasurer of the Russell 
Sage Foundation, and is not only president 
of the Board of Trustees of the Young 
Men'e Christian Association, but a member 
of the International Committee of the 
Y.M.C.A. As for banks and insurance com- 
panies and railroads, mining concerns and 
steamship companies, he is in so many of 
them that te list would be a formidable 
affair if put into type. With it all he is one 
of the most modest of men. His office is 
way down in the old-fashioned part of John 
street in New York, where his father had 
his headquarters half a century ago, and 
where there has not been a change in the 
surroundings in many, many years. He 
dodges publicity and works as hard and as 
earnestly as if his daily bread depended on 
each day’s exertion. The President has 
great respect for his opinions in the mat- 
ter of finance. The two men are as int, 
mate today and as devoted in their friend 
ship as they were at college. But even 
with Mr. Dodge, President Wilson is hard- 
headed. It is the same in relation with Mr. 
Dodge as it is with Mr. House. Mr. Wilson 
wants information, opinions, discussion and 
then arrogates to himseif the right of think- 
ing it all out in his own way and doing as 
he is guided by his own judgment.

Curious Cacti. 
STRANGE FORMS OF A MOST 


INTERESTING PLANT. 


HE Giant Cactus of Arizona is, in pro- 

portion to its size, one of the heaviest 

plant bodies known, for the plant is 

very largely composed of water. So great 

a supply does one of these pulpy plants con- 

tain that the thirsty traveler, nearly per- 

ishing for need of a drink, has many a time 

and oft saved himself by cutting out a cup- 

shaped hole in a large plant and drinking 

the unpleasant though clear water quickly 

collecting therein. The Mistletoe cactus 

tram South Africa is a bushy little plant 

but a few inches high, leafless and with 

stems smaller than straws. The night- 

blooming cereus, of several species, are 

also in the main slender climbers but a 

half-inch in diameter yet running to a hun- 

nm dred feet in length. One of them is three- 

sided in shape, like a bayonet, and is there- 

fore named Cereus triangularis. Some of 

the “barrel cacti” when four or five feet 

tall have bodies that are three or more feet 

threugh. The section of the family known 

as Phyllocactus (leaf cactus) has stems 

somewhat resembling leaves, ut more like 

undulating knifeblades. One peculiar spe 

cles is called. Bishop's Hood because of its 

form being quite like the mitered cap of the 

bishops. Other suggestive names, all 

given because of close resemblance to well 

known objects, are: Devil's Pincushion, 

Dumpling cactus, Elkhorn, Grizzly Bear, 

Hatchet cactus, Indian Fig, Living Rock, 

Lizard Cactus, Lobster Claw, Old Man, 

Prickly Pear, Rat Tall, Seven Sisters, 

Turk's Head, and scores of others by which 
the plant would easily be recognized. 

Some members of this great family are 
extremely valuable to mankind; others 
have been put to strange uses. Around our 
old California missions they formed im- 
penetrable hedges which kept out alike 
both friend and foe. On the Island of St. 
Christopher, in the West Indies, owned 
jointly by france and England, three rows 
of the same species (Opunta tuna) were 
planted on the boundary line and no one 
was ever accused of jumping the fence. 
The dead stems of all species occasionally 
furnish much firewood to the native dwell- 
ers on the deserts, also material for paper- 
making. Others make very curious walk- 
ing sticks and various ornaments. The 
night-blooming cereus furnishes a drug 
much used in treating heart troubles and 
one from Mexico, Anhalonium Lewint, yields 
a deadly alkaloid poison. Indians grind 
the seeds of many species and make bread 
from the flour thus obtained. The fruits 
of many species are also eaten and rel- 
ished not only by the Indians, but by all 
peoples. Within the past month the 
writer and a party of friends partook of 
some giant fruits of the cactus, sliced and 
served with sugar. About one-half of the 
number eating them were quite fond of the 
dish, and several ate a second lot—a few 
even asking for a third helping. In Mes- 
ico several species furnish an intoxicating 
drink, and in Texas and Arizona some very 
good candy is made from Echinocactus vis- 
naga, a native “barrel” cactus. No family 
of plants native to the America’s are 


. more interesting to mankind in general or 


of greater value to the primitive natives of 
many parts, though not rivaling in impor- 
tance the bamboos as used by the Japanese 
and Chinese. As garden curiosities no 
family in the vegetable kingdom can rival 
the Natural Order Cactaceae. 

That those who have never seen the 
giant specimens of cacti growing in Art- 
zona may gain a correct estimate of their 
immense size and commanding presence in 
arid landscapes there is herewith presented 
another view of the same plant shown on 
this page last week. Note the figure of the 
man standing against the huge trunk. 
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Hybridization. 


GREAT many requests have come to 

this department for a few directions on 
how best to hybridize flowers, especially on 
that phase of the work known as pollena- 
tion. This is knowledge that cannot eas- 
ily be imparted by one person to another 
except both have a fair knowledge of the 
essential floral organs. These notes are, 
therefore, based on the presumption that 
the reader knows anthers from pistils, etc.

CEREUS GIGANTEUS AT HOME. 


If the flowers to be used are large and 
conspicuous they may all be used, but if in 
thick heads or clusters it is better to pick 
off all but a few, as this simplifies the work 
and gives stronger flowers. So soon as flow- 
ers open they should be covered by an in- 
verted paper sack or insects pollenate them 
before you do, so cover them when you 
emasculate them by taking away the an- 
thers, and this is often done before flow- 
ers are open, though seldom is such action 
necessary. It is as well to wait two days 
after emasculation before you pollenate, as 
the stigma will not be immediately recep- 
tive. A small magnifying glass will reveal 
the proper time, as the stigma will then 
exude a sticky or viscid fluid that will 
cause the pollen to permanently adhere. 

Pollen may be transferred in several 
ways and the usual directions dictate the 
use of a camel’s-hair brush or pencil. The 
writer does not like them, and in case of 
gladiolus always uses a thin narrow-pointed 
wooden toothpick. Often the anthers 
themselves are picked from one flower and 
the pollen rubbed off by contact with the 
pistil to be impregnated. This may be 
done by the fingers or by using a little 
thumb and finger tweesers or forceps. 
Some will collect pollen in a paper or other 
receptacie and transfer with a brush. It 
matters little how it is done. If by a 
brush, a new one is necessary for each sort 
of pollen, for you cannot clean a dry brush 
sufficiently to eliminate all danger of con- 
tamination. After pollenation cover again 
for several days, or until seeds have formed. 
Be very sure to properly label all plants or 
stems pollenated with a tag, putting the 
seed or female parent first and designate 
the process by a cross, thus: Ulrich Brun- 
nerXAmerican Beauty.

Proper Plant Names. 


F HERE exists much confusion and mis- 

understanding regarding names and 
identification of plants that may easily be 
eliminated by concerted action of those 
commercially concerned with such matters 
and which move may be aided by all inter- 
ested, that it is not too much to ask the 
co-operation of all plant lovers. The fol- 
lowing is part of a report made by the 
writer as chairman of the Committee on 
Nomenclature to the California Association 
of Nurserymen, in their annual convention 
at Fresno, October 16-18. 

“In ornamental horticultural nomencla- 
ture we are beset with so many ills that it 
is a considerable task simply to record 
them. The incorrect spelling of many of 
our most common names is extremely ex- 
asperating to those working for correctness 
and uniformity, and when this spelling is 
perpotuated from year to year, it becomes

root of the evil. 

“Wrong names for plants fairly common 
is also too frequent an occurrence in the 
average catalogue, and some of our most 
enthusiastic plant dealers are among those 
in error. While this may be called identi- 
fication rather than coming strictly under 
nomenclature, the members of this associa- 
tion should at least work for uniformity. 
- “Inexcusable carelessness is largely re 
sponsible for the misnaming of illustrations 
in catalogues, though some dealers will use 
any illustration that fairly well represents 
the plants in stock. This procedure is 
more dangerous and confusing than the in- 
voluntary mistakes first noted. From the 
excellent reputation and commercial! stand- 
ing of some firms whose catalogue illustra- 
tions are misnamed, there is no question 
as to their honesty of purpose, the offense 
consisting merely of carelessness in proof- 
reading; in other cases the offense was de- 
liberately planned and officially condoned. 

“We need some authentic standard of 
nomenclature in ornamentals, and as we 
have none on the Pacific Coast and as Prof. 
Balley’s “Cyclopedia of Horticulture“ is 
soon to be reissued in an enlarged and re 
vised edition, we believe it should be 
adopted as the official standard for this 
association. Members of our commit- 
tee, as well as others in this State, 
are in receipt of weekly communications 


personal efforts to see that California Hor- 
ticulture receives a more thorough and 
comprehensive treatment than was ac 
corded it in the last edition. This great 
work is worthy of every aid and encourage 
ment we may either officially or unofficially 
extend to it as it is, and Will doubtless re- 
main, the only standard authority issued 
in the United States. Your committee rec- 
ommends its official recognition as our 
standard in the nomenclature of ornamen- 
tals.” 


Principles of Plant Breeding. 


EED formation is the last step in the 
first great phase of plant breeding. For 
the next phase, selection, no exact rules or 
directions can be given. Too much de 
pends upon the individual worker and the 
end he has in view. A few general prin- 
ciples can be given: 
First—-See that the seed is thoroughly 
ripe, and in sowing observe the general 
rules as given in any flower catalogue or 
garden book. 
Second—Give the young seedlings every 
condition possible for the best growth and 
carefully note their behavior. In this way 
you can often tell much as to their 
ness, habit of growth, etc.

In the middle of the box place a 
galvanized pail, and in the center of this 
place a piece of new stovepipe. A quart 
bottle of milk can be placed in the stove 
pipe aad 5 cents’ worth of ice put around 
this in the pail. The space between the 
pail and the sides of the box is filled with 
sawdust. When the cover is on the ice 
and sawdust will keep the milk in proper 
condition. This icebox must be kept clean. 
Milk should never be kept uncovered, 
either in an icebox or anywhere else.”

EGG PRODUCTION DEPENDS 
ON MANAGEMENT. 


GRICULTURAL methods are rapidly 
A changing. Farmers are coming to 

realize the fact that they can greatly 
increase their incomes by making farming 
a year-round business instead of limiting 
their productive activities to a few busy 
months. Of course crops cannot be grown 
out of doors during the cold weather, but 
the livestock can be kept at work fifty-two 
weeks in the year if proper plans are per- 


fected and executed. 


For instance, in the great dairy sections 
of the country where cheese is the princi- 
pal market product the old plan was to have 
cows freshen in the spring when the facto- 
ries opened and “dry them up” in the fall 
when the cheesemakers cease operations. 
Thus the cows were producing milk only 
seven or eight months in the year and were 
a source of loss the rest of the time, eating 
their rations with great regularity, but 
bringing in no cash. Today we find these 
same farmers pushing their herds for heavy 
rroduction throughout the year, lengthen- 
ing the period of lactation and greatly in- 
creasing the output per cow. This in- 
volves but little additional feed and labor, 
but greatly swells the net returns for the 
year’s work. 


The same applies to poultry-keeping. On 
thousands of up-to-date farms are to be 
found flocks of selected birds which were 
produced and are being carefully managed 
with a view to the production of winter 
eges, where but a few years ago the hens 
were largely left to shift for themselves 
during the cold months and expected to 
lay only during the favorable seasons of 
the year. Specialty poultrymen are also 
paying greater attention to their stock dur- 
ing the winter and plan to develop their 
pullets into fall and winter layers in order 
to secure their share of this profitable busi- 
ness. 

This inereased interest and activity on 
the part of the producers of market eggs 
need not cause anyone to expect a break in 
the winter egg market. It will be a great 
many years, if ever, before the supply of 
fresh eggs during this season will serve to 
meet the natural demand. In the mean- 
time most consumers must be content to 
use the surplus eggs produced during the 
spring months and preserved on a commer- 
celal scale by cold-storage methods or in the 
home by the use of the well-known water- 
glass solution. Successful growers of cold 
weather hen fruit may expect to reap the 
reward of their skill in the way of an eager 
market and soaring prices. 

Hens of all ages and conditions lay in 
the spring in response to the urge of the 
breeding instinct. Few lay in the fall un- 
less coaxed to do so. Cold weather is not 
conducive to breeding, and in order to in- 
duce egg production, which is properly a 
process of reproduction, certain necessary 
conditions must be met. These have to do 
with the stock, the buildings, the food sup 
ply and the details of management. We 
will briefly discuss these in order. 


The Stock. 


It may be stated as a general rule that 
the early-hatched, well-developed pullets 
are the most consistent layers in fall and 
winter. Hens which have passed through 
one or more laying seasons may give good 
results occasionally, but this is exceptional. 
Those which moult late will lay more or 
less during the early fall months; those 
which shed their coats in the late summer 
may round into laying form by the time 
winter is well under way, but for steady 
production during the entire season of high 
prices the pullets must be the mainstay. 

Early hatching, which insures full matur- 
ity by November 1, is essential. The exact 
dates of hatching vary with the breeds used 
—and even with the strain of any given 
breed—and the ability of the poultryman to 
develop his chicks evenly and rapidly. As 
a general rule, the American varieties 
should be hatched from late March through 
April, and the quicker-maturing Mediterra- 
neans from the middle of April to the latter 
part of May. The main idea is to bring the 
pullets to laying maturity in October and 
November. Pullets which are hatched too 
early or are precocious may begin laying in 
fugust and September, but these are very 
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likely to go into moult, either partial or 
complete, during the early winter. This 
invariably checks egg production. On the 
other hand, those individuals which fail to 
produce eggs by the last of November wil) 
frequently loaf until the spring approaches 
and prices are dropping rapidly. These 
facts clearly indicate the necessity of 80 
handling the stock that the pullets will get 
to work during October and November. 
Then the problem is to keep them at it, and 
this is comparatively simple. 

When selecting the individuals which 
are to make up the laying pens, keep sev- 
eral things in mind. Health and vigor are 
of prime importance. No weak or sickly 
pullet can possibly stand the strain of lay- 
ing when outside conditions are unfavor- 
able. She may produce some eggs during 
the warm weather, when nature assists her 
in every way, but she simply cannot cope 
with adverse conditions, such as exist dur- 
ing the cold, stormy part of the year. 
Therefore cull rigorously; it saves time, 
labor, money. 

There seems to be no well defined laying 
type, but most practical poultrymen select 
for their layers birds which possess the fol- 
lowing characteristics: Those which are 
of good size, fully developed, trim, alert, 


active; with full, bright eyes; stout, curved 
beaks; generous combs; long bodies, wide 
across the back and deep through the abdo- 
men; strong shanks set well apart. These 
points may be observed by the most in- 
experienced, and while all birds which meet 
these specifications will not necessarily 
prove to be good layers, a very satisfactory 
proportion of them will. 

These physical characteristics are all the 
beginner has to guide him in his choice of 
stock, but the experienced poultryman goes 
further and takes into consideration some 
thing which is of equal importance, though 
intangible—the force of heredity. After all, 
the ability to produce large numbers of 
eges is in large measure inherited. The 
best layers are usually the descendants of 
good layers, and the specialist in out-of-sea- 
son egg production pays particular atten- 
tion to the quality of his breeding flock. 
Not only does he demand that the breeding 
females shall themselves possess good rec- 
ords, but that they shall be mated to males 
whose mothers were heavy layers. It re 
quires years of patient work to build up a 
strain of consistent performers, but the 
time necessary to accomplish this is well 


spent.

The Ancona is a native of Italy and takes 
its name from the port of Ancona, from 
which it was, in all probability, first ex- 
ported. The earliest shipments seem to 
have gone to England, where it attracted 
the attention of fanciers and was greatly 
improved, being bred to a definite standard. 

As to the exact origin of this breed there 
exists a decided difference of opinion 
among poultrymen. Some claim that it is 
of pure Leghorn extraction, a cross be 
tween the White and Black Leghorn; oth- 
ers, that it carries the blood of both the 
Leghorn and Minorca. The general type of 
the Ancona, however, leads one to believe 
that the former supposition is true, espe- 
cially as it possesses so many of the Leg- 
horn characteristics. 

If there is any Minorca blood in the An- 
cona, it is probable that this was introduced 
after the original stock reached England, 
as in that country the Ancona is bred to a 
much greater size than here and leans 
somewhat toward the Minorca type. Fur- 
thermore, the English breeders are very 
fond of injecting Minorca blood into other 
breeds, seeming to have a great admiration 
for the type thus secured. 

In America the Ancona is bred very 
closely to the Leghorn shape. In fact, the 
Standard of Perfection gives the same 
shape description for both breeds. Never 
theless one rarely if ever sees Anconas that 
possess true Leghorn shape in all sections.

In color the Ancona is striking, being 
mottled black and white. Show specimens 
should have a ground color of lustrous 
greenish black, every fifth feather tipped 
with a crescent of white. 

The wing primaries should be black, 
edged with white; the secondaries black, 
with white tips. 

In the male, the main tail feathers, sick- 
les and coverts should be black, many of 
them ending with a white tip. The ten- 
dency in the Ancona, as in all broken col- 
ored fowls, is to show too much white in 
the sickles and main tail feathers. This 
should be avoided. 

The shape, as previously explained, 
should closely follow that of the Leghorn. 

As layers of large, whiteshelled eggs, 
Anconas enjoy an excellent reputation 
among those who have tested them. They 
are not desirable for the use of growers of 
market poultry, owing to their small size 
and the color of their plumage, but for use 
on the home table they are satisfactory. 
It must be admitted that they are inclined 
to be nervous and shy, but this tempera- 
mental difficulty may be largely overcome 
by gentle handling. They are great hus- 
tlers, and are usually considered hardy and 
vigorous. As they become better known,

See that the water supply is never cut 
of. This will have to be renewed fre- 
quently. 

Avoid soiling the eggs. Dirty eggs do 
not bring the premium. 

At all times bear in mind the fact that 
your birds are sensitive, that they respond

when neglected. If results are unsatisfac- 
tory, blame yourself first and place the re- 
sponsibility on the stock only when you 
are satisfied that you have done your full

{Farm and Fireside: ] On ten acres, al- 
lowing one acre for the use of the fowls 
and nine for growing all food-stuffs, about 
150 laying hens may be maintained under 
the following system of planting: Four 
and one-half acres in wheat, producing 
about 2730 pounds grain; three acres in 
oats, producing about 2880 pounds grain; 
one acre in corn, producing about 1680 
pounds grain; one-twentieth acre in green 
food, such as cabbage, and one-half acre 
or less of alfalfa. 

One hundred and fifty hens should aver- 
age at least 150 eggs each during the year. 
If one can dispose of these 1875 dozen eggs 
at an average price of 30 cents per dozen, 
ke will receive $562.50 from the sale of eggs 
alone—not a get-rich-quick amount by any 
means, but a substantial return from 4 
small flock. 


The sale of wheat and oat straw and 
corn-stalks should cover the cost of the 
production of these feeds. If the oats are 
planted upon ground previously sown to 
clover or cow-peas no fertilizer will be re 
quired. 

{Philadelphia Record:] Chickens, how- 


ulla, and there is little doubt that many 


complaints about the quality of chickens 
hatched from purchased eggs are due to the 
lack of such food, drink and care. 

One of the first considerations in develop 
ing the youngsters is to keep them in per- 
fect health, so that they will grow continu- 
ously. A single day’s setback is so much 
time lost, and may mean the loss of at least 
a fraction of a point in the possible score 
of the chicken. If the day becomes a week, 
and the week a month, it is fairly safe to 
predict that the setback will never be fully 
recovered. 


[New York Press:] Selection should be 
practiced by all poultry raisers, because it 
paves the road to more economical produc 
tion. It should be the foundation of all 
breeding efforts, as it is by far the cheapest 
and quickest method of improvement. 

The fall of the year is the best time to 
practice selection, which should be car- 
ried on year after year, with the same 
ideals in mind. If broiler raising happens 
to be the line of work carried on the breed- 
ing stock should be selected according to 
the broiler type. As vigor and strong con 
stitutions are the basis for profitable pro 
duction in every line of poultry raising they 
should be considered first in selecting the 
breeding stock. 

{New York Sun:] At many of the large 
poultry shows special addresses are fre 
quently delivered by experts in various 
lines. The beginner will do well to avail 
himself of all such opportunities. Also of 
the free bulletins issued by the national De 
partment of Agriculture and the State ex- 
periment stations. He should aiso regular- 
ly read a number of the leadirg poultry 
journals, which are brimful of interesting 
and helpful contributions drawn from dif- 
ferent sources. Many statements made by 
the lecturers and appearing in print will 
be contradictory. This causes confusion, 
but under existing conditions it cannot be

Reading Sealed Letters. 


OME mediums are especially gifted in 

reading sealed letters, but of course they 
attribute their success to the same source 
as in all other forms of manifestations. I 
had an acquaintance, not a professional, 
who was quite an expert in reading the con- 
tents of a sealed letter—three or four or 
more pages without a single error.

Food the Best Medicine. 


(Kansas City Star:] Many of the most 
familiar fruits and vegetables have distinct 
medical values.

The following are some articles of 
diet which are known to have medicinal 
qualities: 

Apples, carrots and Brazil nuts are en- 
cellent for sufferers from constipation. 

Asparagus stimulates the kidneys. 

Bananas are beneficial to sufferers from 
chest complaints. 

Beets are fattening and good for people 
who want to put on flesh. So are potatoes. 

Celery and onions are nerve tonics. 

Cranberries are astringent and correct 
the liver when it is suffering from inaction 
caused by overeating. 

Dates are nourishing and also prevent 
constipation. 

Grape juice is a laxative, but the skin 
and seeds are likely to cause constipation. 

Honey is a good substitute for cod-liver 


Lemon juice is excellent as a gargle for 
sore throat. 

Lettuce has a soothing effect on the 
nerves and is excellent for sufferers from 
insomnia. 

Onions are conducive to sleep. They 
quiet the nerves and are good for colds. 

Parsnips, like sarsaparilia, are good for 
the blood and to tone up the system. 

Tomatoes are good for a torpid liver, but 
they should be avoided by gouty people. 

Water cress is an excellent blood puri- 
fier. 


Drink More Water. 


{Washington Star:] The human body is 
constantly undergoing tissue changes. 
Worn-out particles are cast aside and elim- 
inated from the system, while the new are 
ever being formed. Water has the power 
of increasing-these tissue changes, which 
multiply the waste products, but at the 
same time they are renewed by its agency, 
’ giving rise to increased appetite, which, in 
turn, provides fresh nutriment. Persons 
but little accustomed to drinking water are 
liable to have the waste products formed 
faster than they are removed. Any ob- 
struction to the free working of natural 
laws at once produces disease, which if 
once firmly seated requires both time and 
money to cure. 

— should drink at least three 
pints of water a day. It is a great health 
giver and pain reliever. Taken cold, it 
puts on flesh and carries off disease, and 
taken hot it cures indigestion and other all- 
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morning weak and languid will find the 
cause in the imperfect secretion of waste 
matter, which many times may be reme- 
died by drinking a full tumbler of water be- 
fore retiring. 

This assists in the process during the 
night, and leaves the tissues fresh and 
strong, ready for the active work of the 
day. A-cupful of hot water containing a 
few drops of lemon juice is a good appe- 
tizer taken before breakfast. Frequent 
drinks of cool but not icy water, should 
be taken during the day. A good way to 
secure the right temperature is to put the 
water in glass jars and leave uncovered in 
the ice chest. 

Lime water should be more freely used 
in summer. It can be easily made at home 
and costs but little. Lay a lump of quick- 
lime as big as ‘the two fists in a granite- 
ware pitcher or bowl, pour over it two 
quarts of cold water, stir with a wooden 
spoon and let stand six hours. Strain the 
liquid through a double thickness of cheese- 
cloth without disturbing the sediment of 
lime. Put in bottles and cork tight. Be 
fore using pour off half an inch of the top 
if it has stood any length of time. From 
a teaspoon to a tablespoonful in a glass of 
milk will make it acceptable to the most 
delicate stomach. 


Heritage of Tainted Blood. 


[New York Américan:] One of the most 
remarkable researches in human biology 
that has ever been made—a record of which 
surpassed by far the researches of scien- 
tista which have been diligently made in 
the subject during the last half century— 
has just been made public by Dr. Henry 
Herbert Goddard, director of the research 
laboratory of the Training School for Fee- 
ble-minded Girls and Boys. 

Dr. Goddard had the case of a feeble 
minded girl in his institution before him 
recently, and he commenced an investiga. 
tion into the history of her case. His 
search led him back generation by genera- 
tion through a long list of degenerate ar 
cestors.

r “Dim in the memories of the past, in the 
days that preceded the Revolutionary War, 
a young soldier of good and sturdy stock 
had an illicit love affair with a feeblie- 
minded girl.

From 
that feeble-minded child have come 480 de- 
scendants. One hundred and forty-three of 
these were or are feeble-minded, while only 
forty-seven have been found to be normally 
developed. The conditions of the rest are 
unknown or doubtful. 

“When that same soldier returned to his 
home after the Revolution he settled down 
and married into a good, healthy family, 
equal to his own. His direct legitimate 
descendants now number 496, and all of 
them were normal people. All the legiti 
mate children of this soldier married into 
the best of families in their State, the de- 
scendants of colonial Governors, signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, famous 
soldiers. and even the founders of a great 
university. They have scattered over the 
United States, and are prominent wherever 
they have gone. 

“At least two of the descendants from 
the feeble-minded son of this continenta! 
soldier are institutions in the State of New 
Jersey today.”

When the lodgment hap- 
pens to be either primarily or later on the 
valves of the heart, the organism may be 
found in the blood. On account of the simi- 
larity between the anthritis in rabbits pro- 
duced by inoculation and the acute articu- 
lar rheumatism of the human, many tee... 
with animals have been made in the series 
of investigations, which confirm the au- 
thors in their belief that a streptococcus 
is the casual organism in rheumatism. 


Says Sun Cures Deformities. 


[New York Sun:] During the discussion 
at the medical congress it was stated that 
deformities among young children could 
often be completely corrected by the sun 
cure. All that a parent has to do is to en- 
trust the child to the fam‘ly doctor, who 
may use machines to strengthen or stretch 
the limbs and then to let the child spend 
as much time as possible basking unclothed 
in the sunshine. 

The Medical Museum, which has been or- 
ganized at the Imperial College to illustrate 
the remarkable cures in all branches of 
medicine, contains some striking photo- 
graphs of children whose physique has 
been restored by sun baths alone. All 
kinds of malformations in arms, legs, back, 
neck and chest have been adjusted by the 
simple expedient of letting the sun's rays 
play upon the cells of the body. 


Removal of the Tonsils. 


{Indianapolis News:] The Boston Med- 
ical and Surgical Journal in reviewing a 
discussion on the removal of the tonsils, 
expresses the opinion that the operation is 
a much more serious one than it is popu- 
larly considered, and should certainly not 
be entered upon lightly, but discreetly, ad- 
visedly and soberly. This admonition com- 
ing as it does at a season when the tonsils, 
especially in children, are most subject te 
irritation and inflammation, should be 
borne in mind. “Tonsils,” says the Jour- 
nal, “should not be removed for trivial 
symptoms. Tonsillotomy is not justifiable 
simply because the tonsils protrude in front 
of the pillars, or because they look ragged, 
or for occasional sore throat, or because 
they contain plugs, or because they contain 
plugs, or because the patient is under ether 
for adenoids, or for any remote symptoms 
not of a serious nature, or to protect the 
child from indefinite infection, or for an oc- 
casional attack of simple acute tonsilitis.”
